Forcing a person to join a union nr any organ iznt io^Wn 
order to get or hold a job is out of step with l he* American way 
It is contrary to everything we hold sacred about a person’s 
freedom of choice Ami furthermore the proposal lo repeal a 
seel ion of the Taft Hartley Act is even more reprehensible when 
considered that it is nothing more than a payoff of a political 
debt 

Labor leaders of today need only turn to (he advice of ihe 
Grand old Man of labor. Samuel (iompors, who in the period 
when unionism was relatively weak did noi demand compulsion 
as necessary for union security. Instead, he recommended vol- 
untarism as the very cornerstone of labor’s structure 

In his last address as president to the American Federation 
of Libor’s convention in 1924. Mr (lumpers said: 

"... In 1886 a national labor conference was called. This 
time it was designated a trade onion conference to be composed 
of representatives of trade onions and to consider trade onion 
problems. The deliberations of that conference resolted in 
the formation of oor present American Federation of Labor with 
which the old Federation of Trades and Labor Unions Mb* 
merged. This new Federation recognized only the trade ornSn 
card as a credential and proposed to deal primarily with eco- 
nomic problems. It was an organisation that had no power or 
authority except of a VOLUNTARY character. It was a VOL- 
UNTARY coining toqether of unions with common needs Mtd 
common am*. That feeling of mutuality has been a stror^er 
bond of union than could be welded by an autocratic authority. 
Guided by voluntary principals our Federation has grown from 
a weaklinq into the strongest, best organized labor movement in 
the world. So long as we have held fast to VOLUNTARY prin- 
ciples and have been actuated and inspired by the spirit of ser- 
vice, we hzve sustained our forward prooress and we have made 
our labor movement something to be respected and accorded a 
place in the councils of our Public. Where we have blundered 
into trying to force a policy or a decision, even though wise and 
right, we have impeded, if not interrupted, the realization of 
our aims."
